The amendment filed 12/23/2004 under 37 CFR LI 16 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance. 

Applicants present arguments based on a declaration purporting to show 
unexpected effects arising from the use of an acid rather than an ester.
